Spring Garden Planning 


E. K. PARKINSON. 
Feb ruary is garden planning month, 
for there are the seedB to b e ordered, 
plans to drawn, manure to b e pur 
chased and a plowman to b e engaged. 
To derive the greatest pleasure from a 
garden it should b e a permanent one 
and the spot moat carefully selected. 
A level piece or one sloping gently 
toward the south is to b e preferred, 
and if iK>fcsib le a windb reak of ever­ 
greens should b e set out on the north 
side, and a low hedge of b arb erry 
might b e planted around the edge of 
the entire garden, adding great b eauty 
and pr oviding b right autumn coloring. 
For illustration we will lay out a gar­ 
den for a family of six and divide in 
four parts, so that any or all could b e 
used. 
Mark out, then, a square 200 
feet on eai h side, with a windb reak of 
trees or wall or b oard fence on the 
north side and a low hedge of b arb er­ 
ry on the other three side3. 
D’vide 
this square into four equal parts b y 
walks ten feet wide and where they 
cross in the center b uild a little arlnir 
on which to grow vines. 
Each of the 
squares will b e ninety-five feet.

the east, west and north side3 svt out 
fruit trees next to the hedge—apples 
and cherries twenty-five feet apart, 
pears and peaches ab out twenty feet 
and plums ab out fifteen feet apart.

Columbus, Maroh 3.—The 
sundries 
appropriation bill which went through 
the general assem bly in the closing 
hours of th** special session, m akes 
possible for the Ohio board of admin 
istration to begin a t once the erection 
of additional cells in the refonnator 
at Mansfield. 
For several m onths the reformatoi 
has been overcrowded. 
It Iui3 be 
necessary f«»r more than 300 of th 
prisoners to "double up" in the cell 
The capacity or the 
reformatory 
only 846 while the population at 
present time is more than 1,130. 
Th»* adm inistration board asked for 
an 
appropriation 
sufficient to mak 
room for all inmates to occupy a se 
a rate cell, but this was denied. 
Th« 
they asked for $7,000 with which 
purchase 80 cells. t .ThIs was 
allow 
in the sundry bill 
The new cells will be at the top of 
the cell block ;:i the east side of the 
reformatory 
It will carry the cells to 
the roof of the building, and tak» s up 
all available Space in that, section of 
the big prison. 
The orler for the steel 
»■ells was place»! during the past. week. 
T he work of putting the cells up will 
be done by Inmates at the institution. 
The concrete work has already been 
done by the inmate*. 
With tin* erection of these new « ells 
the capacity of the reformatory will 
be Increased SO, or will have a total 
capacity of 926. 
Even with these in 
creased facilities tin* prison will be 
overcrowded and other arrangements 
will have to be mad» 
increased attendance
